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THE TRENTS - WASHINGTON COUNTY PIONEERS 
by W. Je Lemke 


Some 25 years ago,before I became indoctrinated with Washington County's 
romantic history, a friend drove me to the top of Kessler Mountain, in the 
Cato Springs community southwest of Fayetteville, I recall my surprise at 
finding the mountain-top perfectly level, with a 2-story stone house in 
the center, and with a magnificent view of Fayetteville. 


I met Miss Sarah Trent of Dallas, Texas, whose summer home this Kessler 
Mountain retreat was, Later I learned a part of the story of the Trents, 
who were among the first settlers in Our County, having located at Farm- 
ington in 1828, Still later, I read frequent references to Josiah Trent in 
church histories, diaries, and old letters, Then, when each fall I enjoyed 
the flaming maples in our City Park and along Park Avenue and learned that 
they had been planted by Albert L. Trent, Josiah's son, I decided that the 
history of this pioneer family ought to be recorded, 


A letter to Miss Bess M. Trent of the Hockaday School in Dallas, brought 
me. most of the information that follows -—- from the papers left by her 
cousin, iiss Sarah B, Trent, Also, Miss Trent sent Our Society the photo- 
graphs of Josiah and Sarah Trent reproduced on this page, and an old print 
of the Fayetteville Female Seminary and a photograph of Miss Lucretia 
Foster, principal of the Seminary. How the picture of Miss Foster came in- 
to Miss Trent's possession is related in her letter on the next page,

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Dear Mr. Lemke: 


I know that my grandfather, the Rev. Josiah Trent, with a slave boy, 
pitched a tent in 1828 in what is now Farmington. I have been told 
that he gave 40 or 60 acres to Mr. Kinnibrugh to induce him to settle 
near him, Later the Woolsey family settled a little northeast of hin. 
He married Miss Sarah. They had eleven children. One died in infancy. 
There wore only three sons. Each was named for Methodist preachers. 
My father was given three names,Albert Lively Wright. He later dropped 
the Wright and was known as A. L. Trent. He said he supposed he would 
have had more names if there had been more preachers among his fathers 
acquaintances, Their home was the stopping place for preachers. My 
father laughingly said that he was grown before he knew there were any 
pieces of chicken but drumsticks. 


My father had no sons. Uncle Mack, who was a cripple after the war, 
never rarried, Uncle Wesley Clarke, Cousin Sarah's father, had five 
daughters and only one son. Cousin Sarah's family lived in Cincinnati. 
Her mother was a Severs. Mrs, Shields was her aunt. I have heard her 
talk of the Oates, the Parks, etc. She had a wonderfully interesting 
story of the musician, Dolgaruki. My father lived for a time with his 
brother Clarke's family. He worked some in his general store and went 
to school. He played a horn in Professor Welch's band. He never heard 
a band that he thought could compare. It was grand! 


Miss Helen Severs went to the Fayetteville Female Seminary. She was 
very fond of Mrs. Lucretia Foster Smith. Mrs.Smith gave her her pic- 
ture in an antique frame, which she cherished. In her latter years 
she pave it to Cousin Sarah, who was the teacher of the next genera- 
tion, of the family. She passed it on to me because I was the teacher 
of the noxS generation. I am sending it to you for your historical 
society, Also, an old picture of the Seminary. 


You asked about my father's developing City Park in Fayetteville. 
Forty years or more ago, my father thought Fayetteville should have a 
park, He offered to give the city a certain acreage around the "Big 
Spring" eass of town, and what he called later, "City Park", north of 
town. He pus the deeds in escrow. At the end of five years, I believe, 
nothing had been done to make a park, My father could not give up the 
idea, He could ill afford to do it but he had the grounds landscaped, 
Fe worked as hard cultivating the trees, shrubs and flowers as one 
would who was going to have a strawberry crop worth thousands of 
collars, The citizens of Fayetteville enjoyed having picnics in the 
park, My father also ran a swimming pool for a number of years, wntil 
the State Board of Health said he would have to have a cement pool. He 
could nob afford this. When some interested citizens built the new 
pool, the landscaped part of the park was made into a trailer camp and 
the former beauty lost. 


Something like 2,000 maple trees were planted by my father. The old- 
est are the ones on Park Avenue. I heard him say many times before his 
death,'"If I have nothing else left to my memory, I will have my trees,"

THE TRENTS 


The Trents first came to America eafly in the 18th century, from 
western England, and settled in Virginia. My great-great-grandfather 
Trent lived in-Virginia. He fought in the French and Indian War and 
later .in the Revolutionary War. He had 12 sons and one daughter. At 
one period in the Revolutionary War, he and all 12 of his sons fought 
together, Later some of his sons -- six or possibly seven -- were 
killed in battle. 


My great-grandfather was one that survived. He married a Miss Lloyd 
(of Welsh stock) in Virginia. I am not certain about the number of 
their children, as my grandfather was only 8 when his mother died. His 
father, a frail old man, died a short time afterward in Georgia, where 
he had gone to see one of his sons -—— Edward, Ts think was his name, 


Grandpa stayed there until he was about 17, then went west to find 
two of his brothers -=- one in Mississippi, the other in Louisiana. He 
did not find them, but he was employed by some French surveyors who 
were making a spécial or final survey in the Louisiana Territory, sold 
earlier (1803) to the United States. Grandpa had malaria and found it 
necessary to live in a higher attitude. He moved into south Arkansas 
in the 1820's but later (1828) went to the Ozark region, took up land 
from the U.S.government ( Arkansas was still a Territory ), built a 
home, and married Miss Sarah Wolsey in 1830. They reared a family of 
eleven children. -My grandparents, Josiah and Sarah Trent, were devout 
Christians. As such they were pioneers in-a sis rs rcs that “was benefited 
by their work and influence.

MIGRATION AND SETTLEMENT OF MY STEPFATHER AND FAMILY 
My First Day and First Ramble in the Valley 


by Col, James Preston Neal, Sr. 


(This is the first of a series of articles written by James Preston 
Neal, who came to Washington County at the age of nine, with his step-— 
father and mother, Rev. Andrew Buchanan and Sinia Herrold Neal Buchan- 
an, in 1829. The original manuscript of these articles is in the 
possession of Mr. and Mrs, James P. Neal II, of Tulsa, Oklahoma, The 
manuscript was loaned to the Society's secretary, Tom Feathers, for 
publication in FLASHBACK. 


James P, Neal III is professor of electrical engineering in the 
University of Illinois and James P, Neal IV is now serving in the 
Armed Forces. James P, Neal II and his wife, the former Etta Wrights- 
man of Springfield, Mo., celebrated their 60th wedding anniversary 
last year. He left Prairie Grove when about 21 years old to attend the 
Arkansas Industrial University in Fayetteville and was later graduated 
from the University of Missouri, He is a retired employee of the Stan- 
olind Oil Company, 

Colonel Neal Sr, studied law in the office of Judge David Walker in 
Fayetteville and after being admitted to the bar became the partner of 
Judge Walker, Mr, Neal volunteered in the Mexican War and was elected 
a first lieutenant in Captain Enyart's Company of Arkansas Mounted 
Volunteers, He was personally acquainted with U.S.Grant and Jefferson 
Davis, who also were lieutenants in the U.S.Army, Lieutenant Neal was 
mustered out of service at Cowarjo, Mexico, returned to Fayetteville 
and resumed the practice of law, Soon after his marriage to Adeline 
Bean, a daughter of Captain Mark Bean, he moved to Texas, where four 
children were born and where his wife died in 1861. — He then enlisted 
in the Confederate service and served throughout the war in Texas, In 
1868 Colonel Neal returned to Washington County, Arkansas, and in 1869 
married his brother's widow, Lucy J. Neal, To this union were born 
James Preston II, Sinia B. and Jay Dudley. -- TF) 


Karly in the spring of 1829, Rev. Andrew Buchanan left Warren Coun- 
ty, Kentucky, with his family, of which I was.a nine year old boy, for 
Arkansas Territory. 


At Clarksville, Tenn., we took passage on a little boat called the 
"Traveler", At the mouth of the Cumberland we were transferred to the 
"Daniel Boone", a large fine boat for that. day and time. She landed us 
at Montgomery's Point near the mouth of White River, a place widely 
known at that day. Montgomery was the proprietor of the place and was 
noted for his riotous living and gambling habits. We took lodging at 
his house of entertainment, a ‘large one-story wooden building. In it 
were quite a number of fine looking, well-dressed gentlemen in prime 
of life, Those I learned to know by name and sight were Gilbert Mar- 
Shall, Bob Crittenden, Louis Evans, Resin Bowie, A. M. Boden and Dick 
Hunton.All prominent men, the latter three were great sportsmen, Resin 
Bowie was the inventor of the Bowie knife and more of him later, 


After remaining here four or five days the ringing of a large bell 
mounted on a post twelve or fifteen feet high announced the coming of 
a boat. The'James O'Hare" rounded to, We took passage on her to Little 
Rock, The only persons I learned here by name were Wm. E. Woodruff, 
who was editing the Arkansas Gazette, the first newspaper in Arkansas, 
and Wm, Stephenson,a traveling Cumberland Presbyterian minister, After 
a few days we took passage on the "Facility" commanded by Captain 
Pennywit (who commanded the first boat that ever ascended White Riv- 
er, the "Waverly"), for Frog Bayou, Crawford County. 


Here my stepfather bought a small improvement from Gilford Pylant, 
afterwards a distinguished minister of the Cumberland Presbyterian de- 
nomination, Our neighbors were Rev. W. T. Laramore, Rev. Jacob Sexton, 
Rev, Thomas Tennant, Nimrod Scott, George Gibson, John Cole, Smoot, 
Corder, McFail and Drake, Rev. Thomas Tennant died a few years ago at 
the ripe old age of 114 years. 


After remaining a resident here for several months, he left F.rog 
Bayou with two man servants for this country to select a new home, On 
his arrival at Cane Hill where he had three brothers living, James, 
Robert and Ton, he was informed of a large spring in the middle of a 
prairie some six or seven miles northeast of there. He and a friend 
went "to spy out the land," 


He was much pleased with the prospect, but another old pioneer named 
Tom Wagnon, known as a great hunter,had while hunting for elk and bear 
found this spring and laid claim upon it.He had made some improvements 
such as cutting down a post-oak tree and burning a hole in the top of 
the stump in which to pound the corn of which to make his daily bread. 


My stepfather, familiarly known as"Uncle Buck" and who for short will 
be mentioned so from now on, told the hunter, Wagnon, that he would 
like to make his home béside that flowing fountain of clear cold wat- 
er, The old hunter very generously offered to be neighborly and court- 
eous to strangers, especially to a preacher,and told him that he would 
take his pony and gun and look over the adjacent hills and valleys and 
if he could find another good spring not claimed by any one else, he 
would let him have his improvements —- the post-oak stump with the mor- 
tar in it. He shouldered his old flintlock gun and started out through 
the wilderness and after a two days search, returned saying he had 
found another spring that would answer his purpose and that if "Uncle 
Buck" would come to his new home when he got settled down and preach 
two good sermons, he would let him have the claim on this spring. 


"Uncle Buck" agreed to go to his new home and preach the two sermons 
for the old hunter, and the trade was closed. Uncle Buck and his two 
men servants built a double log house and other improvements and re- 
turned for the remainder of the family. 


After his return we were soon on the road for our new home in the 
wilderness or backwoods of the now famous garden spot of northwest Ark- 
ansas,. We arrived at James Buchanan's on Cane Hill on the 3rd day 
of September,1829, On the 4th Uncle Buck sent out until the 5th that 
he wished to celebrate the meeting ofthe first Continental Congress in 
1774, by his arrival at his new home, and to meet him there or at the 
creek, On the 5th we arrived at Marrs! Creek a while before noon, ac- 
companied out from Cane Hill by James and Robert Buchanan, Sam Carna- 
han, William Woody, Rankin and Peter Pyeatt, and perhaps some dbhers, 


We met there Isaac Marrs and family,Moses Edmiston and family, old man 
Lawrence and family, Mrs, Edwards and family, Rev. William Stephenson, 
Sam Stephenson, Major Jim Billingsley, and John Alexander, Isaac 
Marrs lived at the crossing and conducted us across and up the road, 
took to the right some seventy or eighty yards where there were some 
ashes, part of a back-log and some chunks, an old face-camp and a 
dilapidated camp—lamp. "Here", he said, "I kindled the first camp fire 
and built the first face-camp that was ever made in this valley by a 
white man." The chunks were put together, a fire kindled, coffee made, 
and the families present brought from their wagons baskets well filled 
with provisions. A temporary table was made by spreading tablecloths 
on the ground. The coffee and provisions were prepared, when we par- 
took of a magnificent dinner. Our meats were buffalo, bear and deer. 
Dinner being over, we proceeded to what is now Prairie Grove spring. 
When we reached the prairie, aherd of some fifteen or twenty deer 
were browsing some hundred and fifty yards from the road. They seemed 
to be much surprised and taken with our covered wagons and possessions. 
The ten or fifteen-year-old boys formed a line and started walking to- 
wards them, walking on their hands; at this the deer were much bewild- 
ered, When they reached some eighty or a hundred yards of the herd, 
they halted and performed all manner of antics; standing on their 
heads; burning summer-saults; and playing leap-frog. With this per- 
formance the deer seemed very much interested and graddally approached 
them. © When they had come as near as the boys thought they would, the 
boys all raised up together and commenced screaming and the deer bound- 
ed off. | 

We reached the spring; the older portion of the company commenced une 
loading the wagons; the younger ones to explore the surroundings. The 
spring and branch were alive with small fish, and the surrounding coun- 
try abounded with birds and prairie chickens. Things being arranged, 
Uncle Buck got out his Bible and hymn book and proceeded to talk tothe 
assembled crowd, they nearly all being from that same portion of Ken- 
tucky that we were. His talk was mostly about their old friends and 
neighbors. He. alluded to the meeting of the Continental Congress, and 
to the Revolutionary War, in which his ancestors took a part; ‘and of 
his being at the Battle of Horse-shoe, under General Jackson, The Rev. 
Wm. Stephenson then addressed them in a very pleasant talk; a chapter 
.in the Bible was then read; a hymn was given out and sung with a great 
deal of spirit and fervor. During the singing they all shook hands a- 
round; then prayer was offered; blessings were asked in the form of a 
benediction; and the little group of pioneers was dismissed, The crowd 
gradually dispersed. | 


At night the camp-lamp in front of the house was lighted, giving 
light for a hundred and fifty or two hundred yards around, astonishing 
the screech-owl, the night-owl, other forest birds and the smaller 
animals, About 10 o'clock the family retired; the young ones to sleep; 
the older ones to think. Thus ended my first day in Prairie Grove Val- 
Ley. ve . 


Our family consisted of Rev. Andrew Buchanan, his wife,Sinia Buchan- 
an, formerly Mrs. Sinia Neal, James Preston Neal, William Thomas Neal, 
and Miss Mary Woods, a young lady who had been adopted into the family 
before we left Kentucky. The colored family corisisted of George, Selia, 
Isaac, Becca, Daniel, Jane, Robe and John. 


Next morning we arose early; everything seemed to be in good humor; 
the air was fresh and pure; the forests rang with the many kinds of 
birds as they uttered forth their charming songs; some four or five ., 
deer were eating moss at the head of that generous old spring, and an- 
other small herd was grazing a few paces to the south. After we had 
eaten breakfast and were sitting around meditating and gazing upon the 
charms of nature, listening to the music of the enchanted groves, and 
watching the deer bound off across the prairie, we started out for a 
ramble. Uncle Buck said he would take us up and show us his mill,which 
was located about 200 yards east of the spring and which would prove to 
be interesting to us as we had never seen anything like it. This bar- 
barous device, as it would be called in this day and time, was made 
by cutting off an oak tree about six feet above the ground, ib being 
about’ fourteen inches in diameter where it was cut off. In the top of 
this stump was burned a mortar, which would hold about one peck of 
corn. A sapling was cut down, making a pole twenty or thirty feet long 
and two forks were set up a few feet apart and the top of each brought 
together, thus making a fork. The pole was laid on this fork at about 
a balance, the big end on the ground and the small end about eight 
feet above the mortar; this pole was called the sweep. At the small 
end of it over the mortar was attached one end of a pole with the oth- 
er end resting in the mortar; this was called the pestle; a stick was 
put through this pestle horizontally, with which it was worked up and 
down and made to pound the corn in the mortar. Uncle Buck got his mill 
when he purchased the place, or vice versa, can't say which, 


Several of the neighbor boys had come in by this time and they pro- 
posed to show us the curiosities of the neighborhood, The first place 
we visited was where the water of the spring sank in the ground. This 
was about a half mile from the spring -- a very large sink hole, It has 
been changing and getting farther away, about 150 yards every decade. 
The spring branch now empties into Marrs' Creek, about a mile and a 
half from the spring. 


The next place we visited was the rock dam, on the above mentioned 
creek, This we gazed upon with much interest. From here we went to the 
pinnacle, to the top of which we ascended and looked at the surround— 
ing country, with a great deal of admiration. This peak is about one 
mile southwest of Prairie Grove and is about 1500 feet above tidewater, 


From here we returned to our homes, smartly fatigued and as well sat— 
isfied as if we had visited the Niagara Falls, or the Mammoth Cave of 
Kentucky. And thus ended my first day and ramble in the Prairie Grove 
Valley. Sixty Eve years ago,

"Bu. 8 PIO BOTEFUHR 
by Alian S. Humphreys 


‘In August 1846 Andreas Frederick Botefuhr and his wife Christine 
Dorathea Schluntz together with their children left Lufjenberg, Hol- 
stein, Germany and came to America. They first settled at Davenport, 
Iowa, then moved to St.Louis in April 1849. Later in that same year 
they moved on to Bunker Hill, Illinois. Some years later their second 
son Hugo, an officer in the Union Army, was stationed in Fayetteville, 
Arkansas, where he met Captain E.B.Harrison of the 18th Iowa Infantry. 
Amelia Harrison, sister of the Captain, was a visitor in Fayetteville, 
met Hugo Botefuhr and before the end of the war they were married. 
Harrison and Botefuhr decided that Fayetteville would be an agreeable 
place to live so made their homes here. It was not long before other 
members of the Botefuhr family left Bunker Hill and became residents 
of Fayetteville. Some members of the family moved on to other cities 
but representatives of four generations of Botefuhr descendants still 
call Fayetteville their home. | 


Andreas Frederick Botefuhr was born 29 August 1804 ( tombstone says 
1803 ) in Germany:- He died 27 April 1875 and is buried in Evergreen 
Cemetery. He married 5 October 1832 in Bauersdorf, Germany, to Chris- 
tine Dorathea Schluntz. He made his first land purchase in Fayette- 
ville in 1871 and one month later bought of alexander and Mary Hendry 
for $3,000, the property on Huntsville Road known as the Steam Planing 
Mill. He was an expert cabinet maker and at this mill he made many 
beautiful pieces of furniture still in use in Fayetteville. His will 
was dated 11 June 1872 and was probated 16 August 1875. His sons were 
named executors while William C. Roberts and George A. Grace were wit- 
nesses, All of his children were named in his will except the youngest 
son who had died previously. Children of Andreas and Christine, sur- 
name BOTEFURR: 

i Wulff Detlef Karl was born in Holstein, Germany, where he 
was educated in music. He resigned as organist of the 
First Methodist Church in St, Louis, Missouri, to become 
professor of music at Arkansas industrial University. 
After nine years he left Fayetteville and established a 
conservatory at Fort Smith, Arkansas. He was an accomp- 
lished composer. His wife was Eliza James,of Bunker Hill,

Hugo Karl Christian Botefuhr (ii above) was born 9 October 1834 in 
Holstein, Germany , and died 9 October 1874, in Fayetteville. He married 
15 August 1864, in Fayetteville, to /melia Maria Harrison, daughter of 
Rev. Marcus and Lydia (House) Harrison, of Jackson, Michigan, She was 

born 18 June 1842 and died 11 March 1921. They: are both. buried in 

- Evergreen Cemetery. He was an active member of the Fayetteville. com- 
. munity during his rather short life. He was a member of the first 
“Board of Trustees of Arkansas-Industrial University and also served as 

ooguperintendent of the school farm. He bought his first property in 
. Fayetteville in 1866 from James W. Stirman —- a tract of two acres. 
With his brother-in-law, L.D.Jernigan, he operated a hardware store on 
.the east side of the public square. At various times he served as 
. postmaster, vice-president of the County Fair, and a member of the 
school board, Some years earlier two identical houses had been built 
on the west side of College Avenue on either side of Lafayette, Ben 
‘Stone purchased one of these. Hugo Hotefuhr purchased the other. This 
house on the northwest corner is still the home of one of his grand- 
sons. His estate was left to his wife, who with E.B. eect Rl. 
Carroll and L.D.Jernigan were named as executors. 


General Albert Webb Bishop, president of Arkansas Industrial Univer- 
sity; submitted to the local paper, the following memorial: 


" BOTEFUHR -- In Fayetteville, October 9,.1874, of pneumonia, 
Major Hugh C. C., aged forty years. 
Ee Our community has seldom received so sudden and so severe 
a shock. On the Saturday preceding his death Maj. Botefuhr 
-’was on the streets, a hale, hearty, vigorous man, and even 
‘'-after his confinement to the house it was not thought for 
several days that in his illness there was any special cause 
for alarm. But God disposeth, whatever man may propose, and 
in the midst of life we are verily in death. With overshad- 
Owing anguish and distress the calamity oft-times comes, and 
as in this-instance, the sympathy of:friends reaches out 
with all the comfort that sympathy can give~ to the stricken 
-’wife and fatherless children. God is indeed to them now the 
’ Widow's God and the Father of the Fatherless, and He will 
not desert them in this time of their great sorrow. 
_- Major. Botefuhr was born in Lutjenburg, Holstein, October 9 
1834, and died on his fortieth birthday. Coming to this. 
country with his father's family in 1846,he lived for a time 
in the States of Iowa and Illinois and when the war of the 
Rebellion broke out, enlisted in the First Regt. of Missouri 
Cavalry Vols. August 7, 1862, he was appointed Second Lieu- 
tenant of Co.H First Regt. Ark. Cav. Vol. April Ist, ‘1863, 
Capt. of Co. B and on the 4th day of June 1865 was promoted 
to the position of:.Major in the same regiment. in war time 
he was an exemplary officer, considerate to his men, but 
efficient in discipline, and prompt in the discharge of all. 
duties imposed upon him, 
When peace was restored, he settled in Fayetteville nd 
formed at once a mercantile co-partnership with Capt. Dudley 
Jernigan, which was only dissolved by his death. 


In all the relations of his fellow townsmen that constitu- 
ted good citizenship he was conspicuous, and when Washington 
county entered the list to secure the location of the Arkan- 
sas Industrial University, he was in the forefront of labor 
to that end, and was appointed by the Governor of the State 
one of the original trustees of the University. As a trustee 
he was. as vigilant as prudent, and on more than one occasion 

dropped all personal concerns “to insure the stability of 
this young but vigorous institution, He was zealous likewise 
in whatever else was calculated to enhance the prosperity of 
his adopted town and State; and the places that have known 
him-so favorably ete long mourn the void that his sudden 
eee has made, y BaMARW, Be"

"At a meeting (of the Batpist Convention) at Austin, Ark., in 1872, 
Rev. J. Dunnagin and Rev. J. W. Sykes reported that Shiloh Institute 
had been established at Springdale in Washington County, Arkansas, 
that the school was in prosperous condition, and that it was fostered 
by the Dardanelle, Fayetteville, and State Corner associations in Ark- 
ansas and the Shoal Creek Association in Missouri. Its claims were 
duly considred and the following resolution adtoped: 

‘Resolved that we heartily recommend the Shiloh Institute to the 
patronage of the Baptists of Arkansas.! 

"This academy was presided over by Rev. Lewis Barnes, who was an 
educator of considerable reputation in his day. It was at this institu- 
tion that Rev. C. E. Smith received his academic training. He was the 
first foreign missionary sent out from the Baptists of Arkansas. He 
has been for nearly a quarter of a century at the head of our mission 
work in West Africa. This school did fine work and helped very largely 
to increase the educational sentiment of the State,"

Elm Springs Cemetery 


The village of Elm Springs has a large and well-kept cemetery, loca- 
ted just; east of the old Academy site —-— where a new church is now be- 
ing built. The oldest tombstone dates are in the 1850's. It is probable 
that the cemetery had its beginning just a century ago. One of the 
oldest and most attractive tombstones is that of the founder of the 
town, William Barrington (1808-1853). This man owned most of the town- 
site and surrounding area and it is quite possible that the cemetery 
was located on his property. 


An unusual double-gravestone marks the burial place of two Elm 
Springs boys, who as Confederate soldiers lost their lives on the same 
ae The inscription reads: "John T., son of J. & N. McCamey; George 

We, son of Wm. S. & S. M. Deaver; died in defense of their country 
March 21, 1865."

Forest Park 


This cemetery, one mile north of Springdale and just a hundred yards 
off busy Highway 71, is about 100 years old. There are many rough 
fieldstone markers of the early days, but the oldest dated burial is 
1856. John Meek ~ (1833-1856) and his wife Lyda (1835-1861) are the 
earliest burials that bear tombstone dates. 


The great number of members of the Beasley family buried here, plus 
some early burial dates, suggest that this may originally have been a 
family burying ground --—- although there are many Smiths, Fitzgeralds, 
Baggetts and other pioneer names. Among the older Beasleys buried here 
are the following:

This country churchyard is located in the Zion community some five 
miles northeast of Fayetteville. It adjoins the Zion Methodist church, 
which was founded in 1850. The cemetery itself is probably about 50 
years old and has none of the quaint: 19th century gravestones, It does

Interview with an Old-Timer 


A recent visitor in Fayetteville was Henry R. Jackson of Muskogee, 
who gave us an eye-witness account of interesting local happenings of 
many years ago. Mr.Jackson is 87 years old, He remembers public school 
in the old Masonic hall, killings on the public square’, the arrival 
of the first train, the idestolietive tornado of 1881, ~ and other events 
of 70 and more years ago. 


Mr, Jackson was born in 1868 in the family home that stood just west 
of where the depot is now, He remembers the building of the brick 
Jackson home northeast of town, still standing. It was from this house 
that he had to walk two miles to school -- at first in the Masonic 
hall, then in the old Christian church on College avenue, and later to 
the University campus where he was enrolled in the Preparatory Depart-. 
ment. He saw General D.H.Hill, the University president, frequently, - 
and on at least one occasion was lectured by the gray—-haired SEES 
for some boisterous behavior. 


Henry Jackson was present, with most other Fayetteville boys, on 
that day in 1882 when the first train pulled into Fayetteville. Sever- 
al thousand persons were present, just north of town, where the cele- 
bration was held. There were refreshment stands, a horse-powered merry 
go-round, and other attractions. Gene Fisher's 4-horse rig was there 
to transport visitors to town, Another but smaller celebration was 
held some time later when the "cut" had been completed and a train was 
able to reach the present depot site. To. turn the engine and cars 
around, Cee as a turn-table, operated by hand. | 


Gini on the streets around the BaUnre is Sd enonenibaneas ey 
Mr.,Jackson, He recalls the killing of two officers of the law, Patton 
and Mount, and another shooting at the old courthouse that stood where 
the postoffice is now. "This fellow hit County Clerk Moore over the 
head with a bottle", said Mr. Jackson, "but bystanders filled him full 
of lead before he fell." ear a2 


Mention of Clerk Moore reminded our Muskogee visitor that the Moores 
published the Democrat at that time. "Subscribers had to call at the 
newspaper office for their paper, since there was no delivery service". 


Mr. Jackson said that his grandfather, Columbus Jackson, was the 
first depositor in what is now the oldest bank in Arkansas -— the. 
McIlroy Bank. It seems that Columbus Jackson and William McIlroy were, 
great friends, so when the bank opened on Jan. 2, 1871, Mr.Jackson was. 
first in line to make a deposit. He later told his grandson that the 
first checks’ used by the bank were ppinted with the name "Denton D. 
Stark" on them, but the name "Stark" had been blacked out -=— . because 
Stark, William “MeILroy' s former partner, had defrauded iir.McIlroy of a 
considerable amount of money and left town. . 


The town's first "opera house" was a large hall on the third floor 
of the Van Winkle Hotel. Mr. Jackson recalls seeing a performance of 
"Ten Nights in a Barroom" in that hall. Also, there was the time when 
the town's fire bell sounded an alarm while a show. was in progress. 
"Hugh Dinsmore leaped to his feet, told the audience to remain seated, 
erdered. someone to guard the door, and averted a possible panic," 
Incidentally, the "opera house" on the third floor was reached by an 
outside stairway that went "straight up.” 


Mr, Jackson has many memories of his uncle, Tom Gumter, who was a 
Gbnfederate Colonel and later an Arkansas Congressman, Judge David 
‘Walker was a frequent visitor at the Gunter home and young Henry Jack- 
son listed to their conversation, as he did on another occasion when 
the state's governor was a guest. 


~~ When questioned about the old brick Jackson house on the Goshen ‘Road, 
Mr.Jackson was able to recall details of its construction. The bricks 
were made on the property -- then known as_ the old Brixey place. He 
recalls seeing the ex-slave Willis Pettigrew driving the ox-team that 
hauled the sand. Mr.Jackson says that the road that passed the Jackson 
place was always in bad condition, due chiefly to the loads of lumber 
that were hauled over it by ox-team from the VanWinkle Mill on War 
Bagle, Every male citizen was supposed to work on the roads but these 
"work" sessions consisted gr on of: "standing around." 


Because of the difficulty we ves had .in locating the exact route 
into town of the Old Wire Road (The Butterfield Overland Mail route), 
I questioned Mr.Jackson about the location.of the old road. He is pos- 
itive that the old road came in on what is now known as the Zion Road 
and led directly south to the Gunter place, where it angled diagonally 
southwest, It came out at what is now the corner of Washington Avenue 
and East Dickson Street and entered College Avenue at the corner of 
College and Dickson. He is equally positive that the road did not pass 
through the Davidson and Gunter properties, each of which comprised 
40 acres in the 1880's, And since Henry Jackson as a boy walked the 
road every day on his way to school in town, he ought to know,

Turnpike Company Incorporated in 1819. 


The Van Buren and Fayetteville Turnpike Company was organized by 
citizens of Benton, Washington, Crawford and Sebastian counties, for 
the purpose of building.a.turnpike from Cassville, Mo.,via Bentonville 
and Fayetteville .to Van Buren and Fort Smith. The company was incor- 
porated by act of the Arkansas legislature Jan.10, 1849, with "capital 
stock of not less than 500 or more than 2000 shares of 4:50 each." The 
commissioners named to receive subscriptions for the stock were: 

At Bentonville -- B. R. Elzy, John Rich, Joseph McKissick 

At Fayetteville -- C. W. Dean, John Billingsley, A. M. Wilson 

At Van Buren -- C. J. Scott, A. Wallace, Joseph P. Marean 

At Fort Smith -- John Rogers, George S. Burnie, Michael Manning 


Toll charges at each of the toll-gates were to be as follows: 
Every score of hogs or sheep — 5 cents 
Every score of cattle - 8 cents
